The price seems to be a 
good one also, In Spring wheat 
there will be more No. 1 than No, 2. 
The sample is excellent. color, weighs 
and size of the grains superior, Re- | 
ports from samples sent in to head- 
quarters by twoof the elevator men | 
here say that the Claresholin: sample | 
is the best received. The crop in 
this district is estimated by three of 
the local elevator men at 30 bu. to the 
acre. Reports have been received 
from some of the farmers near this 
town who have threshed first, say 45 
in some instances, 42 in another, 
while 35 seems to becommon. Prices 
quoted 71 and 72, with very little 
difference between track and elevator 
prices, is a good start. Oats received 


and shipped from one of the elevators 
yesterday graded No. 2C. W. If there 
is not too great a spread between tiack 
and elevator prices there wi), nodoubt, 
be much grain marketed early and 
consequently more money in circu- 
lation at an earlier date. The reward 
for the long wait seems almost at 
hand.

tial elements for the early growth of | 
the plant. It is often noticed that 
spring plowing will not cause crops to| 


is explained by nitrogen being set 
free to a larger extent in the loose, 
perous, fall-plowed than in the more 
compuet soil. 

The moisture problem is also a val- | 
uable one from the standpoint of pro- | 
ductiveness of the soil. As stated | 
above, by opening up the soil the fall | 
rains percolate much more rapidly 
into the soil, while there is a mulch! 
formed on the surface which tends to 
prevent the water from the subsoil 
going directly to the surface and be- 
iug evaporated. Early fall plowing 
makes a reservoir of the subsoil, stor- 
ing the water for the crop in the 
spring. Often where the ground is a 
little rolling, the water will run off 
before it has time to soak in, when 
the soil is compact and bard, Those 
who have practised summer fallowing 
know that it increases chances fora 
good yield the following season, and 
this is largely ue to the liberation of 
plant food in the soil and conservat- 
ion of moisture, Fall plowing is very 
similar, only the soil bas not quite so

ONTARIO WOOD SUPPLIES 


Light Thrown on Forest and Trade 
Conditions by New Government 
Bulletin 


Over 1200 wood-using Industries in 
Ontarlo contributed the data for a bul- 
letin on this industry now being !s- 
sued by the Forestry Branch, Ottawa. 
Thirty four different kinds of wood 
are being used by these industries 
and the detailed information regard- 
ing the various uses to which such 
woods are put, should be of consider- 
able value not only to the manufact- 
urer by showing new means of waste 
disposal, but also to the house holder 
by indicating what native woods are 
best fitted to replace the more oxpen- 
sive imported stock, for interlor de- 
coration, furniture and flooring. 

The bulletin also shows Incidental- 
ly the increasing poverty of Ontarlo 
with regard to the more valuable work 
woods, Almost half of the thirty- 
four kinds of wood used are obtained 
principally from outside sources and 
three and ono half million dollars are 
annually sent out of the province for 
imported wood stock, The imported 
oak alone costs one million six hun- 
dred thousand dollars annually, for 
this tree has become commercially 
extinct in Ontarlo while the hickory 
and chestnut groves of southern On- 
tarfo have also, almost entirely dis- 
appeared, Even good clear white 
pine {s becoming hard to obtain and 
ils market value is steadily rising for 
it represents twenty one per cent 
of the total wood consumption in On- 
tarlo for industrial purposes. 

Of more interest to the small con- 
sumer of wood-products are the side 
lights the bulletin throws on the pos- 
sibillty of substituting cheap home 
grown woods for the expensive for- 
eign species now used so extensively. 
Recent tests made of thelr physical 
properties have demonstrated the sult- 
ability for certain purposes of many 
native species, hitherto despised by! 
tho dealers. For hardwood flooring | 
{in place of the oak and maple now 
in general use, may be substituted the 
home grown birch and beech which 
take a high polish and have the ad- 
vantage of being considerably cheap- 
cr, Likewise for interior finishing, 
the expensive oak can be very closely 
imitated by stained black ash and 
stained birch {fs almost Indistinguish- 
able from mahogany, while stained 
red gum requires an axpert to dis- 
tinguish it from the costly Circassian 
walnut. The now expensive white 
pine is being replaced, where durabll- 
ity is not a requisite, by the cheaper 
spruce, basswood and elm. Poplar 
end balsam fir are two of the most 
common trees in Ontario and that 
they have wider uses is evident from 
the fact that poplar fs highly valued 
for h.rdwood flooring in Manitoba 
while balsam fir is perhaps the most 
widely used native species dn the 
Maritime provinces. 

The bulletin also indicates the ex- 
istence of a market in Ontarlo for 
sumac, apple and cherry logs, The 
lumber cut from them being worth 
$30, $46.50, and $44.50 per thousand 
feet board measure respectively. The 
Forestry Branch has already been in- 
strumental in vecuring sales of the 
wood of worn out apple orchards and 
{s desirous of further serving the pub- 
lic along these lines. The bulletin 
on The Wood-using Industries of On- 
tario can be had gratis from the For- 
estry Branch, Department of the In- 
terior, Ottawa, A° similar report 
dealing withthe Maritime Provinces 
will appear shortly.

Roman Houses Were Tall and Flimey, 
the Streets Narrow Lanes. 

The tenement house is no new thing. 
number of such 
houses 1nd so badly were they put up 
in ancient Rome that in GO A. D. the 


against Vitellius, found his way barred 
for twenty miles by the ruins of bulld. 
ings that bad been undermined by an 
inundation. The spontaneous collapse 
of tenement bouses was so comnrmon in 
occurrence that little attention was 
pald to it. 

The tenants of these Louses have 
been described by a writer of the time 
as fearing to be buried or burned 
alive. Companies existed for the pur- 
pose of propping and sustaining 
houses, 

In comparison with the tenements of 
most modern cities, those of Rome 
were excessively high. Martial alludes 
to a poor man, a neighbor, who had to 
‘mount 200 steps to reach bis garret, 
‘That garret must bave been perched 
nearly 100 feet above tie level of the 
street, 

It is possible that Martial exaggerat- 
ed, but it {s certain that Augustus, to 
make less frequent the occurrence of 
disasters, Himited the height of new 
houses that opened upon the streets to 
about sixty-elght feet. As this was a 
remedial regulation and referred only 
to new houses fronting on the street, 
it follows that some houses must have 
exceeded that height. 

This, moreover, was Irrespective of 
the brendth of the street. In Berlin the 
medium width of the streets is twenty. 
two meters, and Ip Paris the narrow- 
est streets are nearly efght meters 
wide, while the streets of Rome ex- 
tended only five or six meters, and on 
these purrow streets the tall houses 
were built. Light and alr must have 
had some difficulty {n penetrating those | 
Darrow, walled in passages.

WILL CONVERT STRAW 
INTO USEFUL FUEL 


A Regina Man Claims to Have Dis 
Covered a Process for the Manu- 
facture of Briquettes 


Professor Andrews, of Regina, bids 
fair to go down to posterity as one 
of the moat practical and far-reaching 
benefactors of the Western Country. 
In Saskatchewan, Alberta and Mani- 
toba millions of dollars’ worth of 
straw is annually burned out of the 
way, In the same manner, and for 
the same reason that in the ploneer 
days of the eastern provinces mil- 
ltons of dollars’ worth of magnificent 
timber were destroyed for want of 
a market. 

If Professor Andrews’ invention for 
turning this straw into little fuel 
briquettes proves to be what he claims 
{t {s, a problem which has vexed the 
soul of the Western farmer for many 
years has been satisfactorily solved; 
and waste has been turned into value 
in the most remarkably beneficial man- 
ner. 

The first briquette, Proféssor An- 
drews has producd, js very small— 
not much bigger than a crown piece. 
It fs black, and as far as appearance 
goes might be made out of coal dust. 
The farmer if he has power on his 
farm can make the briquettes himself, 
He can drive his threshing machine, 
and make briquettes at the same time, 

The Doctor claims that the cost ts 
small, and that the equivalent of eighty 
tons of anthracite, or 160 tons of Sas- 
katchewan lignite coal, can be obtained 
trom an average crop of straw grown 
on a half section of 320 acres. Ten 
tons of this would warm the farmer's 
house, but he would be saved the 
trouble and expense of hauling tt from 
town, The surplus of the briquettes 
would be available for sale in the towns 
which also would get cheap fuel in- 
stead of dear fuel as at present. 

If Professor Andrews’ briquette is 
what he caims for it, he has added 
millions annually to the wealth of the 
prairie country; and, as patents go in 
this commercial age, he should inet. 
dentally make a few millions for him- 


self, for he will have done one of the |
